THE RAILROADS AND THE STORM. 

The severest and most extensive snow-stomn 
that has visited the West and Northwest fo 
many years greatly disturbed the trains running 
through Illinois, Iowa, Wisconsin, Minnesota, 
and Missouri, and for some distance into Ne- 
braska and Kansas. Severe as the storm was at 
this point, it amounted to very little as com- 
pared with the storm that prevailed all day yes- 
terday throughout the West and Northwest, and 
especially in Western Illinois and Iowa. Freight 
trains had to be abandoned, and the passenger 
trains suffered delays of from five to twelve 
hours. No trains arrived or departed from 
Council Bluffs yesterday, and the embargo at 
other Missouri River points was equally 
severe. No considerable trouble was ex- 
perienced by any of the roads within 
100 miles west or northwest of Obicago, but 
beyond that the elements raged with frightful 
fury; creating havoc and trouble everywhere, 
especially where the roads had to run through 
cuts. The snow was wet and heavy, filling up 
these cuts with a solid mass, and although 
engines, snow-piows, and gangs of men were 
empioyed continually to keep the cuts clear, yet 
no sooner had the obstruction been removed 
than a gust of wiad would instantaneously fll 
them up again, and the trains hopelesly stuck 
fast in the snow. The storm did not extend 
more than thirty miles east from this city, and 
therefore the Eastern lines suffered but little, 
although the Lake Shore and bdther Eastern 
roads had much trouble on account of 
delays occasioned by floods at Toledo 
and other Eastern points. The trouble 
at Toledo is said to be particularly severe, and 
some of the Lale Shore through trains had to 
be abandoned. 

As the storm was most severe in Iowa, of 
course the lowa lines suffered to a greater ex- 
tent than the others. 

The Rock Island was badly bicckaded by drifts 
in Western Liiineis andlowa. The storm on this 
line raged ali day with unparalieled fury from 
about 150 miles west of this city al the way to 
Council Bluffs. A very bad snow-drift was eu- 
countered a short distance east of Geneseo, 
which gave the trains much trouble. Several 
freight trains stuck fast in the snow at this 
point, preventing the passenger train due here 
yesterday morning from getting th 
holding it there all night.

MONETARY CONFERENCE, 
GROWTH OF THE BIMETALLIC IDEA, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., Feb, 12.—There is a good 
prospect of another international monetary 
conference. Secretary Evarts is authority for 
the statement that an ioternational monetary 
conference, which had been under consideration 
for some time past between this Government 
and those of the Latin Union and Germany, has 
been decided upon. A joint resolution will be 
reported to the House early in the ensuing week 
authorizing our participation and providing for 
an appropriation to defray expenses of dele- 
gates. The meeting will be held at Paris. One 
object is to arrange for an international equa- 
tion between the metals, as well as to con- 
sider the remonetization and recoinage of silver 
by those countries which, like Germany and 
Prenoe, have withdrawn from one or the other 
or both. Anvuther question will be that of pro- 
posisig tif adoption of an international gold 
coin, and a proposition to that effect will be pre- 
sented from Switzerland. which provides for the 
colpage by countries participating in the pro- 
posed cunference of a coin of ten grammes 
weight and of the intrinsic value of nine 
grammes of fine gold. The rate of coinage is to 
be as one for each 100 inhabitants. 

THERE IS A DECIDED CHANGE 
in Buropean opinion on the subject of bimet- 
allism, and even iu Great Britain the question 
of adouble standard is being seriousiy debated 
by financial and economic authorities. TheState 
Department is in possession of considerabie in- 
formation on that subject, and the Secret#Py is 
very hopeful of advantageous results from the 
proposed conference.

THE STORM. 

The extraordinary weather of the current 
season culminated yesterday in one of the 
most furious shnow-st0rms ever known 
throughout the Western States, and in heavy 
rains, consequent floods, and extensive 
damage in the Eastern States. The rains in 
the East, following the partial thaw, have 
swollen the rivers, and all the principal 
cities along the Potomac, the Pennsyl- 
vania rivers, and other streams have had 
their streets turned into temporary canals. 
The extraordinary sight was witnessed in 
Washington City yesterday of tow-boats 
employed in transferring passengers along. 
Pennsylvania avenue. At Toledo, O., the 
water in the streets was five feet high last 
night, and was then rising. Boats, barges, 
and schooners were caught in the ice gorges, 
aid many of them were sunk. Trains coald 
not leave, as the tracks were flooded or 
strewed with dévris, the bridges dangerous 
or swept away. Several freight cars lying 
on the tracks were submergéd ‘and. 
their contents damaged. ‘The loss to the cit- 
trens frem the flood could not be estimated 
last night, but it will doubtless be very 
heavy. The people are greatly alarmed. 
From Trenton, N. J., it ig reported that the 
ice on its way down the Delaware River 
crushed everything in its track. Bridges on 
country roads and railroad bridges have 
been swept away by thousands throughout 
Ohio, Pennsylvania, New York, and New 
Jersey. At this writing further reports of 
extensive floods continue to come in.

RAIDING TH2 TREASURY. 

The Treasury was the objective point almed 
at yesterday by both Houses of Congress. 
The maneuvering Was under the direction of 
the chiefs of the lobby, some of whom were 
on the floor of either House, and others in 
the ante-rooms and corriders. Legislation was 
surrendered for the time being to private 
interests, which sought the assistance of 
Government funde under various pretexts. 
Ii the House subsidy-hunting took the shape 
of the ship-canal project, engineered by Capt. 
Eads, fora part of the day, and then gave 
way to the far-reaching River and Harbor 
bill, which holds out baits to all sections 
of the country. In the Senate it was pro- 
posed to nake Mr.John Roach, shipbuilder by 
trade, the beneficiary of Government bounty 
to the amount of $1,000,000 during the next 
year, through the vehicle of a rider to be 
attached to the Post-Office Apüsspriation 
bill. Nothing definit was accomplished in 
either House by the aggressive raiders upon 
the Treasury, and the signs as to the measure 
of their ultimate success were varying and 
uncertain. 

The people scored one victory against the 
lobby in thé stunning blow that was dealt to 
the Eads scheme. It may be, in this@ase, 
that the subsidists failed rather by mismanage- 
ment than by reason of overwhelming hos- 
tility to the vicious theory they repre- 
sent. They could hardly have hoped 
to grab $50,000,000 for the construction 
of a ship railroad in Mexico. Their 
temporary purpose was to put the Gov 
erument in an attitude of approval, so that 
the engineers of the scheme might operate 
upon the Mexican Congress from this van- 
tage ground. Even this miscarried. There was 
a dispute as to whether the favorable report 
brought in by the Special Committee on the 
Interoceanic Canal had been agreed to by.a 
majority. The fact seems to be that only a 
majority of a quorum of the Committee had 
voted for it. Mr. King, the Chairman-of the 
Committee, under an absurd precedent which 
prohibits q recital. before the House of 
what has transpired in Committee, prevented 
Mr. Page, of Louisiana, from revealing the true 
state of thecase. Thereupon Mr. Page moved 
to recommit the report, with instructions to 
strike out that portion of the report which 
provides for the subsidy. Pending the call 
for the previous question, Mr. Cox moved, at 
the opportune moment, to lay the whole inat- 
ter upon the table. This was carried with 
a hurrah, the votes to do it being supplied 
mainly by the Kepublican side, and the sub- 
sidists were somuch startled at the turn of 
affairs that the negative vote was feeble and 
uneertain. This takes the Eads subsidy for 
aship canal out of Congress for the pres- 
ent session, and it is probable that 
nothing more will ever be heard of 
it. The proposition was so colossal in 
impertinence that it is a matter for strprise 
it could go as far as it did, or that it should 
find men like Conger on the Republican side 
and Singleton of Illineis on the Democratic 
side openly and actively in favor of it. 

The subsidists in the House made more 
headway with the River and Harbor bill be- 
cause that measure has the advantage of 
distributing its beuefits throughout different 
parts of the country, and has, at least, the 
appearance of appropriating moneys for 
needed public improvements within the ter- 
ritorial jurisdiction of the United States. 
There was a preliminary struggle to retard 
or embarrass this bill by various amend- 
ments. but they were all voted down in Com- 
mittee of the Whole. The friends of the 
measure proved strong enough to carry their 
points, and progress was made to the con- 
sideration of items which, as far as it went, 
indicated that the bill will be agreed 
to substantially as it has been reported. 
It may be that an ugly fieht will be made on 
the item of $1,009,009 which it is proposed to 
give the Mississippi River Commission in 
order to begin work on the embankment 
system, which may result in the squan- 
dering of $100,000,000 more, but it 16 
probable . that the Southern members 
wif insist upon this appropriktion as 
the sine qua non, and threaten to defeat the 
w measure un this enormous sop be 
thrown to them. would be an excellent 
Piing for the eGutitry it the whoie bill should 
fail, Upon this very controversy some mer- 
itorious enterprises would suffer, while re- 
quired improvements of real rivets and real 


saving the country vast sums of money in the 
future. It is not Mkely, however, that the 
scheme will have any such outcome. Indeed, 
there is good reason to believe that the 
opposition to the bill comes largely from 
disappoin ted who did not get 
as much for their districts as they hoped for, 
and such selfish and sectional antagonism, 
governed by no spirit of economy and no 
sense of patriotism, will yield readily ta con- 
cessions that may be offered. ‘The probability 
is, therefore, that the bill, when it comes 


Lup next week, will be hurried through 


the Commiltee of the Whole as other 
appropriation bills in the House have been, 
and finally set aside $10,000,000 of the public 
money to u system of improvements where 
$2,000,000 at the outside would supply all the 
legitimate and proper demand. 

The Senate advocates of giving away the 
public moneys were as zealous as their fel- 
lows in the House. The opportunity egme 
up in the shape of an amendment to thereg- 
ular Post-Office Appropriation bill, providing 
$1,000,000 to be expended during the next 
fiscal year under the direction of the Post- 
master-General in aid of additional foreign 
postal service in American ships. This is 
the best proposition which the Roach lobby 
could secure with any hope of its passage. 
The lobby began work even before Congress 
convened for the present session. It brought 
its forces to bear upon the various 
Departments, and secured several offi- 
cial recommendations in its faver from 
the President and his Cabinet aids, 
and met with considerable discouragement 
in its movement upon the House, and finally 
changed its tactics and procured a rider“ 
to the Post-Office Appropriation bill when it 
should reach the Senate, instead of seeking 
the passage of a separate measure which 
would frankly avow its purpose, There isa 
rule in the Senate that no general legislation 
shall be attached to an Appropriation 
bill, but the Senate’construes this to suit its 
own purposes. Hence the Roach amend- 
ment was admitted to consideration, though 
it ought not to have been. Encouraged by 
the success thus far, the friends of the 
subsidy sought still greater advantage, and 
Mr. Hamlim put forward still another 
amendment, authorizing the Postmaster- 
General to make: contracts extending ten 
years for additional ocean-mail service at a 
compensation of $80 a mile. This was going 
too far, and the Senate decided that 
amendment to embrace general legislation, 
though the other, by some flexible proc- 
es of interpretation, was not, Then 
the case was further complicated by the 
proposition that the proposed benefits should 
go to foreign-bulilt vessels that should be pur- 
chased by Americans as well as American- 
built vessels. This opened up the 
whole subjecé of free ships. Of 
course this supplementary _am@nadment will 
be ruled out as legislating {pon the Ameri- 
can Navigation laws, but the discussion, in 
the meaymtime, may arouse the opposition to 
the Roach measure of Senators who were 
expected to favorit. Nevertheless, there is 
a prospect that this “rider” will pass the 
Senate, and it can only be defeated by 
prompt and energetic criticism af the press, 
directed especially to members of the House. 

It is disgraceful that the subsidy cormor- 
ants should be permitted to exerciseso for- 
midable an lufluence over the National Legis- 
lature in spite of the lessons taught by 
former experiments. The history of the 
Roach subsidy of $150,000 a year for the 
ten years following 1865 shows that it failed 
utterly to accomplish the purpose which fur 
nishes the basis gor urging it. It was claimed 
that the export trade to South America 
would be largely mereased. The fact is 
that there was no important increase 
in our export trade to that part of the world 
during the ten years when the Government 
gave away $1,500,000 to promote it. But the 
subsidized line drove off other lines not sub- 
sidized without lowering the rate of freight, 
and then withdrew as soon as the term of the 
subsidy was ended. Then a line of British- 
built steamers were put on which carried 
the mails for $100 a month, and the exports 
immediately jumped up. There could be 
no more conclusive demonstration of the in- 
efficiency of the subsidy system which the 
Senate now renews in the very same direc- 
tion. The lesson of the Pacific Mail subsidy 
is similarly ignored. It was proved, by 
subsequent investigation, that nearly $1,000,- 
000 had been expended for purposes 
of bribery and corruption in secur- 
ing the gtanting of that subsidy, 
But the Senate, apparently, has no 
concern about the morals or reputation of 
Congress when it renews the opportunity 
for the same corrupt influences by opening 
the flood-gates for subsidy purposes. The 
Senate has twice before prepared the 
way for renewing the subsidy 
policy fot the benefit of Mr. 
Roach, and the House, under the pressure of 
public opinion, has refused to concur. It 
may be that the same experience is to be re- 
peated this session, and the press of the 
country must be quick and emphatic 
in denouncing the scheme if it would 
protect the publie again through the agency 
of the House. Public policy and public mor- 
als alike exact that the subsidies of all kinds, 
and especiaily the so-called mail subsidies, 
be made as odious as treason. 
THE RAILRO AND THE VIADUCTS. 

The most important local question now be- 
fore the public is the relation of the railroads 
to the viaducts; which shall build them; the 
roads of thé citizens; and shall the former 
be compelled to give the latter a safe cross- 


ing. 

The officers of the various railways using 
the streets of the City of Chicago formally 
declared at the meetings held last week that, 
while they admitted the obligation upon 
them to construct viaducts when thereunto 
roquired by the City Couneil, they repudiated 
any and every obligation upon them to re- 
pau, renew, or maintain such viaducts. 

This extraordinary declaration the several 
companies have made after full consultation, 
and evidently with a purpose to resist any 
demand or requirement made of them by the 
city with that view. 

How far is this declaration by these rail- 
road corporations justifiable either as a legal 
or as an equitable proposition? "We dis- 
cussed a few days ago the advantages to the 
mMilroads resulting from the permission to 
build these viaducts over the street-crossings 
within the city limits. We showed that Chi- 
cago had been more liberal to the railway 
companies in the way of admission to the 
very heart of the city, the use of the streets 
and of the crossings by the trains and 
machinery of the roads, and the connectivp 
and transfer of cars between the several com- 
panies, than any othér elty in this country. 
Entire streets running from the northern to 
the southern limits, and others from the 
eastern to the western limits, have been 
abandoned to the exclusive use of the rail’ 
ways. No train has ever been prohibited 
from crossing any street needed to be crossed 
in order to connect or exchange cars with 
the roads of any or all of the other roads dy- 
ing business here, 

The population and general business of 
this city and the traffic of the railways 
through the streets_of Chicago have so 
grown it has become a necessity that the 
city should exclude the railways altogether 
outside of certain limits, or restrict their use

limited rates of 

all manner of trains, 

the vity rather than the exclusion of the rail- 
ways inside of certain lines or the limitation 


the obligation on the part of the railways to 
furnish the public other ways in place 
of those surrendered to them. 

The right of the public to the free and un- 
obstructedcrossing of the streets is a perma- 
nent right, not one limited toa few months 
or a few years. Can the substitution of a 
temporary viaduct, one insufficient to sustain 
the travel beyond a few years, and in order 
to be at all safe for use requiring to be re- 
paired every few weeks or months and re- 
pewed every few years, be a legal or equita- 
ble performance of the contract and duty to 
furnish a proper and sufficient highway to 
the public fo§ the one surrendered to the 
railway? Who will say so? 

The privilege to cross the public stf@ets is 
one that these Pailway corporations expect to 
enjoy and exercise for all time. Is the erec- 
tion of a fragile, temporary structure, that 
may fall down or wear out in four or five 
years any such cOmpensation or equivalent 
for the permanent and forever use of the 
street as will discharge such railway from 
any further obligation to maintain the via- 
duct in a safe and proper condition? We 
trow not. If the railways demand as a ne- 
cessity for their business the permanent and 
perpetual use of the surface of public streets 
and crossings, to the permanent gnd perpet- 
ual exclusion of the Chicago public, is it un- 
just and unreasonable to require of them an 
equally permanent and perpetual use of a 
viaduct over which the citizens can pass? 
Of what use is a viaduct so out of repair, so 
badly constructed, and built of such unsuit- 
able materials that it cannot be traveled with 
safety, and is a perpetual menace to those 
who venture upon it? 

The city grants to the railways doing busi- 
ness here what no*other great city.in America 
offers,—the free and unobstructed right to 
cross its streets on the grade surface by 
steam power at all lfours, upon the single 
condition that the railways shall build over 
the crossings of these streets other permanent 
bridges or viaduets for the public use. The 
railways now refuse to build such permanent 
viaducts, They offer to put up temporary 
structures and ne mote, and claim that they 
are acting justly towards the public. But 
this wont do; it will not be aecepted. 

One argument offered is, that, when per- 
mission to use the streets was granted, they 
were largely out on the prairies at the time, 
and some of them perhaps not yet laid out. 
To this sort of sophistry it is sufficient to say 
that at that time each railroad did not run 
more than from one to three trains a day. pas- 
senger and freight, and the occupancy of the 
street-crossihgs did not éxeeed ten to fifteen 
minutes during the whole twenty-four hours; 
while now there are from 50 te 100 trains a 
day on each of those roads, A multitude of 
cars and tracks occupy the street-crossings 
constantly during the whole twehty-four 
hours of each day. So constantly do the 
roads occupy the crossings with their freight 
and passenger trains and their switching- 
locomotives, that the people find it nearly 
impossible to get across, and are in such 
constant peril of destruction that life itself is 
becoming a burden. . 

It is also argued by some of the railroad 
attorneys that the city erects bridges over the 
river and dees not require the vessel-owners 
to keep the bridges in repair, or to renew 
them, or to operate them, This criticism has 
no relevancy whatever, The river is not the 
property of the city, nor one of its streets, 
and the right to build bridges has been 
granted the city by the United States, to 
which the river belongs, just as the city 
grants the railways the privilege of building 
viaducts in compensation for the use of the 
streets. But having built the bridges, the 
city does not insist that it is the duty of the 
United States to keep them in repair, and 
rebuild them when they give out or tumble 
into the stream. 

Tue city is the absolute pwuer af the 
streets, and the railways can only use them 
by the consent of the city, and on police reg- 
ulations, as the city may dictate. The city 
may adopt the same regulations for street- 
crossings that it has adopted at the bridges. 
It may provide gates on both sides of each 
street crossing, and close these gates to 
street travel every ten minutes, ahd, 
opening them to street travel, close 
them to stfeet-crossing by the gailways 
every alternate ten minutes. How would 
the railways like this just regulation, which 
would place them on the same footing with 
those who navigate the river? Moreover, 
the great danger from railroads at street- 
crossings is the use of steam power. This 
danger may be wholly obviated by the use of 
horse power by railroads within the city lim, 
its. If the railways will not erect viaducts, 
and keep them in repair, and renew them 
when necessary, then let the city abandon 
the viaducts and resume the control of the 
street-crossings. They are the inalienable 
property of the city, and are the natural, as 
well as the more convenient, highways of 
the public. If we cannot have viaducts, we 
can, at least, restore the free use of the streets 
to the public for the purposes to which they 
were dedicated. If the railroads take they 
must give. It they insist on crossing the 
streets on grade they must be compelled to 
give the people a safe and unobstructed way 
above grade on a viaduet, and for the same 
length of time the railways oceupy and ob- 


struct the surface crossing. That proposi- 


tion is fair, just, and necessary. Let the 
Mayor and Council do weir duty. 
THE LATE OPERA SEASON. 

The opera season of “Her Majesty’s 
Troupe” has closed and the company is on 
its way to St. Louis, with designs upon the 
purses of that considerable place. Finan- 
cially, the fortnight season has been a great 
success; musically, it has fallen below the 
standard of the other two seasons given here 
by this troube; from the business point of 
view, touching the relations between man- 
agement and public, it has not been alto- 
gether satisfactory. 5 

1. Viewed from the situation of the man- 
ager’s eash-box, Col. Mapleson, on his way 
to St. Louis to-day, has no reason to com- 
plain of Chicago. it has had an opera craze, 
and, as usual when people go mad, they pay 
for their luxuries much more than their mar- 
ket value. In other words, they have paid 
this season double prices to hear operas 
which have been done over and over again, 
and done better by other troupes, which were 
not in the service of Royalty, but plain 
Signoras and Signors, Herrs and Fraus, and 
“ Misters,” and Mesdames. What the re 
celpts have been, we. are 
gay, for reports from box-offices are rarely re- 
liable, but there have been only one or two 


evenings when the house was not full, and. = 


upon several occasions it has been crowded 


unable to 
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pockets. From an 
economical point of view, or rather from the 
politico-economical point of view, the result 
is not a benefit to Chicago, as the money is 
taken out of the city and nothing is left to 
show for it. Looking at it from the stand- 
point of social economy, it has been a severe 
sumptuary tax, which will cause pangs to 
many who gaze upon their collapsed pocket- 
books and reflect upon the dollars that have 
gone for tickgts, carriages, Opéra-glasses, 
ties, kid-gloves, perfumery, knickknacks, 
and general nonsense that are neces- 
sary to the appreciation of opera and 
the enjoyment of music when it is to be 
patronized from the fashionable standpoint. 
There may be these who have enjoyed the 
music, for there were many things to be en- 
joyed, but it is much more likely that they 
were the cheap fellows in the upper gallery 
who hissed in Lohengrin than those in 
the choice seats who followed the lead of the 
ushers’ claque. For certainly it was much 
easier to enjoy the performances at 50 cents 
in the swinging gallery than at $3 in the 
parquet circle, because the relations between 
the purchaser and the goods were much 
more nicely adjusted in the former case. 

® Musically the season has yielded but little 
for several reasons. First, the chorus, upon 
which so much depends, has been one of the 
worst ever brought here, and there have been 
some pretty bad ones here. Seeond, two of 
the best artists in the trgupe, Miss Cary and 
Galassi, have been indisposed, the former 
seriously and the latter sufficiently 80 to 
cause his absence at times when he was 
needed. Third, OCampauini, who unques- 
tionably is the greatest of Italian 
lyric tenors, with the single exception 
of Lohengrin,“ has been cast on the off 
nights, and has evidently been somewhat 


disgruntied, althqugh he’ has sung with 8 


Valleria, who is in all respects a superior 
artist to Gerster (musical tricks of vocaliza- 

tion not being essential to art and as super- 
fluous as a train and furbelows would be on 
the Medicean Venus). Fourth, the répertoire 
has been a shabby one, With the exception 
of “Mefistofele,’ “Don Giovanni,” and 
„Lohengrin the operas were old, light, 

and hackneyed works in the Italian school, 

—not that the Italian operas are to be dis- 
carded by any means, but has not Her Maj- 
esty’s manager ever heard of other operas 

in the Italian schoo! that he must give us the 

same little handful of threadbare works 

every time he comes here? If he is going to 

retain this troupe for next sgason, would it 
not be well for them this summer to study 

up such works as Luerezia Borgia,“ 

“Norma,” II Poliuto,” “Barber of Se 

ville,’ “Ernani,” “ Dinorah,” “North 

Star,” “Robert the Devil,” “ Huguenots,’’ 

“Masaniello,” . ‘“‘Semiramide,” ‘“ L’Atri- 

eaine,” and scores of others that belong to 

the Italian stage, not to mention a few Ger- 

man works that seem to have made some 

noise in the world outside of her Majesty’s 

dominions? The dose of “Lucia,” Mar- 

tha,” “Sonnambula,” Faust,“ etc., te., is 
getting a trifle monotoflous and tasteless. 

8. Though the public is not disposed to 
complain of anything so long as Col, Maple- 
son permits it to go te the opera, there are 
some things of which it might complain if if 
were so disposed. For instance, if it were 
not so long-suffering and patient it would 
complain of the mounting of operas in such 
a manner that large tracts of landscape at 
the Back will manifest a disposition to travel 
back and forth across the stage; that solid 
columns in Egyptfin temples will vigorously 
wave in the stage drafts; that cathedral 
doors and palace fronts will recline in a 
fatigued manner at angles of forty-five de- 
grees; that vigorous trees will appear grow- 
ing in drawing-rooms; that New England 
barnyards will furnish rendezvous for. 
Italian bandits and lovers; and that large 
areas of real estate and sections of architect- 
ure will persist in running off the track or 
roosting in the flies. It would complain of 
bad management in getting to and from the 
theatre. It would complain of discourtesies 
from ushers. It would complain of the gang 
of speculators who follow the troupe, and 
forage upon the public pocket, without dis- 
traint. It would complain of being com- 
pelled to pay real prices for an article that is 
not royal by any means, but quite plebeian. 
But the publie does not complain. Now and 
then a growler appears who has an outraged 
sense of the eternal unfitness of things; but 
the great public pays its money, and would 
manifest much indignation if Col. Mapleson 
aid not take it. 

There is a *remedy for all these troubles. 
We are to- day in a savage condition, operat- 
ically, as compared with the advantages we 
enjoyed from 1865 to 1870. What is wanted 
is an opera-house. There never was a better 
time to build it. There never was a time 
when money was cheaper or more plenty. 
There never was a fime when people were 
more ready for it. There never was a time 
when there were more med with means here 
who could build it withogt feeling it. The 
Crosby Opera-House was built by one man 
of courage and faith, when the erection of 
such a building was an experiment. Now 
an opera-house Would be a certainty, finan- 
cially, if erected on business principles. We 
have capitalists here with so much money 
that they don’t know what to do with it, and 
with so much leisure that they don’t know 


what to do with it. Have not some of them | 


the public spirit to move in this matter, and 

give Chicago an opera-house of which it can 

be proud? 

A WATER FAM'NE THREATENED IW 
NEW YORK. 

The people of New York City are rapidiy 
coming to that contingency where they must 
seriously consider the problem of their wa- 
ter-supply. For eight or ten years past there 


has been great complaint of lack of water, | me 
| zealously cared for, both * the P 


and upon two or three occasions the city has 
barely escaped great conflagrations owing to 
this deficiency at the hydrants. Household- 
ers are already complaining that they have 
not enough for purposes of drink and eleün- 
liness. More than “this, the quality of the 
water is not good. It is surface water at 
best, and with it is mixed the surface drain- 
age of Westchester County whence it is 
drawn. In winter it gets frozen up and is 
difficult to procure, and in summer it is so 
mixed with impurities as to be unhealthy. 
Added to these troubles there is that immense 
waste which is always common in large cities, 
amd which there can be no way of preventing 
except by placing meters in every house and 
charging extra for all used overa certain 
amount,—a charge to which the people of that 
city, already burdened with heavy taxation 
for the water-supply, would not be likely to 
submit. According to the Water Commis- 
sioner, before 1873 when water was searee all 
they had to do was to orde? fresh supplies, 
but now the limitof supply has been reached, 
and the only help, in his opinion, is stgingent 
legislation to prevent waste, and the building 
of another aqueduct,—but even the latter 
relief can only be temporary in character so 
long as the population increases at the pres- 
ent ratio. Someof the figures presented by 
the Water Commissioner Are of interest in 
this connection.

PARNELL’S ABSENCE. 

A correspondent of the Manchester Guardian 
says Purnell, by his coatmued absence, is en- 
dangering so much of his position as remains to 
bim. He has virtually abdicated the icadership 
of the Irish party in Parliament, which is now 
utterly disorganized. O'Kelly and Barry have 
not been in the House fora weex,and their 
whereabouts is unknown to thelr colleagues. 

CALLING FOR SACRIFICES. 

Dustin, Feb. 12.—The Nationalist press de- 
nounce the arrest of Davitt, but there is a 
marked moderation in most of the articles.

THE WAR. 
THE FALL OF LIMA. 

New York, Feb. 12.—By the arrival to-day of 
the steamer Athos, from Colon, the latest in- 
formation concerning the fallof Lima has been 
verified. The first engagement commenced on 
the morning of Jan. 18, at 4 o'clock. Tnat morn- 
ing the Chilians, cdncealed by a heavy fog, ad- 
vanced in three lines upon the Peruvians’ 
position. Their approach to the latter was 
unobserved until the second Chillan line was 
within 400 metres of their enemy, and their first 
line was engaged in a hand-to-hand combat, 
which was continued two hours. The Peruvian 
ceutre and right wing having been beaten, and 
the left wing having retired to Morro of Cho- 
rillos, the fight was maintained until 4 p. m. 
This forse was outflanked, and then compelled 
to retire on Mirafiores, im order to do which it 
had to cut its way through the Chilian flanking 
force, which was accumplished with the loss of 
many prisoners, among whom was the Minister 
of War himself. A day or two after at Mira- 
flores the remnant of the Peruvian left wing 
united with 6,000 of the reserve, composed of 
the young men of Lima, and bere resisted the 
Chillan advance, firing from their redoubts and 
breast works, and inflicting great losses on their 
assailants. 

THE FIGHT 


case of Chorillos and Barranco, taken on the 
18th, they reduced ashes. 

The losses in Killed and wounded in the two 
batties are estimated at 9,000 Peruvians and 
7,000 Chilians. The Peruvian loss in artillery. 
arms, and war materialis immense, and leaves 
the army of the centre without the means of 
carrying on the war. 

The Chilians entered Lima on the 17th without 
resistance, and established a local government 
with Mr. Goodal, the former Chilian Minister in 
Eouador, as Prefect of Lima.

The Chinese quarter in Lima was burned by 
the populace Jan. 15, on acceunt, itis claimed, 
that the Chinese are enemies of the country.

the bith. He fled with an escort to the interior. 
Before departure be gave orders if any Peru- 
vian officers in command of ships desired to save 
themselves by t, trusting to their superior 
speed, they w privileged to do so. None 
made the attempt, andon the surrender of Lima 
and Callao forte, batteries, and ships were 
blown up or burned. Several forts were blown 
up with considerable less, it is said, to invaders, 
but there was nog the slightest evidence that the 
city was so generally mined as the Peruvians 
claimed. 

GEN. LACOSERA, 

commander of Peruvian reserve, is acoused of 
treason, cowardice, and all sorts of crimes, and 
was forced to take refuge in the British Lega- 
tion. He went to Guayaquil by way of Santia- 
go, and on the way suffered many indignities at 
the hands of the populace at various ports and 
from Peruvian passengers on board. The army 
of the centre, the’finest Peru ever put in the 
field, has been completely beaten, demoralized, 
and practically wiped out of existence.

The Michigan Avenue Baptist Church, one of 
the finest edifices in the cify, was destruyed by 
fire last night, the four solid walls and the tow- 
ering steeple bett all that is left to mark «a 
former elegant and very costly piace of wor- 
ship. 

The alarm rang out at 9:17 o'clock from Box 
122, and the fireman responded quickly. As- 
sistant Fire-Marshal Musham was frst at the 
church door, and soon directed his men where to 
put the streams of water with the best effect. 
He saw that the fire was spreading from 
three or four different parts of the main 
auditorium, as if it had been prepared and set 

u tt: of in Iineendiary. The flames 
spread rapidly and lighted up the great 
windows with a luried glare. Soon 
their forked tongues broke through the 
stained glass, and shot outward and upward, 
enveloping the rvof bursting through it ina 
few minutes. Ma 1 Swenie arrived shortly 
after the first alarm was given, and, seeing the 
threatening state of affairs,

trucks to fight the flames. 

The beautiful organ, the splendid pulpit and 
its surroundings, the fine pews, and church fur- 
niture in the auditorium were envel- 
oped In a mass of ame and smoke 
80 quickly that nothing whatever could be saved 
from the general ruin. The Sabbath-schooi 
room in the rear part of the building, and the 
lecture-room and the pariors of the South Side 
Library avove it,/were invoived in a brief space 
of time, and by 11 o’clock there was nothing left 
but the walls and the smoldering mass 
they inclosed.

Protest Against the Proposed License 
Ordinance—Prtition for a Viaduct at 
Stxteenth Street and Centre Avenue. 
The reyxular meeting of the yard-lumber-deal- 

ers was held yesterday at the Lumberman’s Ex- 
hanse. Mr. Van Schaick served an excellent 
inneb of the proverbial lumberman's diet,—pork 
and beans, with oysters, sandwiches, and cof- 
fee.—provided by Kinsiey.

Mr. Dean made a characteristic speech, first 
calling attention to the host. Mr. Van Schaick, 
who had done so weil that de certainly deserved 
a vote of thanks.

THE GREAT FIRE. 


It Is to Be Celebrated in a Suita- 
ble Manner. 


A Permanént Organization Agreed 
, _ Upon Last Night. 


The gentlemen having in charge the prelim- 
inary arrangements for the celebration of the 
tenth anniversary of the Chicago fire held their 
second meeting.at the Palmer House last even- 
ing. Judge Bradwell presided, and, in calling 
the meeting to order, stated its object, and gave 
A brief outline of the proceedings of the first 
meeting. A Committee on Permanent Organiza- 
tion had been appointed, and was expecied to 
report to the meeting. 

The Secretary then read several communica- 
tions from gentiemen who were unable to be 
present. Mr. N. K. Fairbank regretted his ina- 
bility to attend the meeting, but would ac- 
quiesce in anything that wus done. Mr. W. W. 
Boyington ve the same assurance: Mr. 
Charlies W. Daniels, of the Board of Trade, 
wrote that that body would furuish men, money, 
and horses in plenty, if the proposed eme 
wus carried out. 

THE BEPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON PER-

TUE CRIB,

A REMINISCENCE OF BARNEY CAULFIELD.

If it 
Was a caprice with him to issue an order 
on the chances of being nearer right 
than the combined wisdom of his three 
sifoordinated—as it would seem was the case 
—then we cannot say whether it was a 
caprice or a matter of judgment based upon 
information, small or great, with reference 
to the matter igquired of which the subor- 
dinates may not have had.

WOMEN WHO USE THE FOILS. 
New York Sun. 

It is a peculiarity of the young woman of 
the nine th century that she apes the 
young man of the same period. She wears 
men’s hats, collars, cravats, coats, and some- 
times canes. Itis not surprising, then, that 
the young women of New York are taking 
to fencing. Men fence, then why not women? 
And so they have gone into the sport with a 
vim. Physicians agree that there is no bet- 
ter exercise for persons of sedentary habits. 
Those who have practiced it say that they 
have been benefited much, and they recom- 
mend it with enthusiasm. 

“Ah, it sa great thmg for a woman to 
learn to fence,” said Col. T. H. Monstery 
yesterday. ‘The veteran stoodin his school 
of arms at 811 Sixth avenue surrounded by 
the implements of his profession. Specimens 
of old armor hung on the walls, flanked by 
curious and rare weapons, daggers, pikes, 
halberds, muske foils, rapiers, broad- 
swords, plastrons, brasers, —— boxing- 
gioves, Indian clubs, and dumbbells. The 
Colonel, tall, erect, martial, his coat buttoned 
closely around his slim form, a silk skull-cap 
set jauntil apee his brown locks, which 
were parted with military precision down 
the back of his head and brought forward 
over bis ears, and his iron-gray mustache 
and goatee carefully waxed, seemed fittingly 
framed by the weapons around him. “Ah 
ves, he said, “women should fence; an 
wn A It develops their chests and muscles, 
makes them graceful, supple, and — * 
Half the ills womankind is heir to would 
disappear if our young ladies would but ex- 
ercise more. Fencing seems to be just the 
thing, and a good many ladies in this city are 
finding it out. I have pupils from such fam- 
ilies as these.“ Then he gave several well- 
known names. 

“These young ladies come to me, and say 
that they wish to learn to fence. Sometimes 
they torma class among themselves; some- 
times they desire private lessons. In each 
case I teach them just as I would men. First 
the positions. So, so, so. You see.” The 
veteran suited the action to the word, and in 
quick succession assumed the different pos- 
tures of the fencer. They were not those 
usually assumed by young women, and were 
such as might startle an ordinary young lady 
at first.

I taught 
Ada Isaacs Menken. You remember her—at 
one time John C. Heenan’s wife, and the 

reatest “French Spy“ we ever had. It was 

n San Francisco that I taught her, and she 

became excellent. Ah, you ought to have 
seen her and Junius Brutus Booth fence in 
the duel scene in the “French Spy.” He 
was the best amateur swordsman in Amer- 
ica, and made up into a splendid specimen of 
the Arab. The two, Menken and Booth, 
made a perfect picture of beauty and grace 
as they fenced. It was no ordinary stage- 
fencing, I can tell you. 

“ Weare talking about women, but let me 
tell you one incident about Booth—Junius 
Brutus. He came to me to learn to fence 
ust because he had been badly injured in 
enc on the stage. Once he got a bad cut 
on the forehead. You see his opponent forgot 
his cuts, the one, two, three’ business, and 
so when Booth cut down, as he should have 
done, the man cut him over the head. At 
another time he was badly cut in the knee, 
much in the same way. So he came to me to 
learn the art of fencing in self-defense. And 
what asuperb swordsman he became. None 
better in America, I have taught many 
actors.

noted foreign makers of such articles, Some 
of these cards display elegant embossed 
work, and others are of satin, hand-painted, 
with borders of silk fringe. The poten ot

All valentines which are not cards or of 
the “‘comic’” variety are adorned with lace 
paper, which custom has made an indispen- 
sable 4 — This lacework forms one of 
the chief items of the cost of the valentines, 
as all ot it s imported from England. It 
could be made equally well in this country, 
aes the your = ies * _ year’s — 
signs wou so grea prevent do- 
mestic manufacture. The English manu- 
facturers car. afford this expense because of 
the greater popularity of valentines in En-

The-novelties in the trade this year, in ad- 
ditiun to the cards mentioned, are the cameo 
valentines and the alieged comic ones which 
are called “* mastodons.” The latter are a 
decided improvement over the old comic 
Styles, with their shapeless colored wood- 
cuts and abusive verses. The new ones are 
made in long slips, of better paper than the 
old kind, and are colored photo-engravings 
from crayon drawings. The inscriptions are 
general in their references, and are designed 
to excite a smile rather than to give offense. 
Still, valentines of this species, a well-known 


manufacturer declared to-day, always have 


been and always will be largely used for the 
purpose of anonymous insults. His experi- 
ence, he added, showed where one val- 
entine was sent for this object by aman, a 
hundred were seut by women in order to 
gratify petty malice. A man usually sent 
such a valentine as a joke, like a customer of 
his, some years, ago, Who bought 150 copies 
of a single design and mailed them to his 
friends and business correspondents in all 
parts of the country, with directions to re- 
mail them to one person iu this city. 

In consequence of increased facilities for 
manufacture and of competition in the trade 
the price of comie valentines is now only a 
trifle in comparison with their cost twenty 
years ago.

The cameo valentines are so called because 
their colored groundwork is embossed with 
white figures, resembling the tracery on a 
stone cut in relief. The inevitable lace pa- 
per surrounds some pretty picture or tender 
sentiment displayed in the centre. The re- 
tail price of these specimens varies from 
three cents to a dollar, some of the cheaper 
ones being remarkably for the money. 
The most expensive valentines are sold in 
boxes, which cost much more than their fra- 
gile contents. These boxes are of orna- 
mental wickerwork, or are covered with 
satin, often handsomely painted, while 
some have late glass covers, or a 
mirror inser in the lid, 80 that they are 
suitable and permanent ornaments for a 
lady’s dressing-table. The valentines which 
they contain are masses of delicate lace 
paper and chenille, enclosing a picture or an 
affectionate inscription. Elegant toys of this 
sort cost from $5 to $25 each and the demand 
for them is of course comparatively small. 

Nearly all of the box v tines sold here 
are made in this * there is a duty 
of 35 per centum upon lace paper article 
and of 60 per centum upon the satin-cover 
casket.

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LEO AT HOME, 
HIS DAILY OCCUPATIONS, APPEARANCE, AND 
DISTINGUISHING Ts. 

New York Wor 

M. Louis Teste, the author of several in- 
teresting books on the men and politics of 
the Vatican, has just produced another no 
less interesting volume, “Léon XIII, et le 
i (Paris: Ch. Forestier; New 
York: F. W. Christers). M. Teste, long be- 
fore Cardinal Pecci’s elevation to the Papacy, 
had designated him as the most eligible of 
the candidates for the succession to the ven- 
erable Pius IX.; the Cardinal’s formidable 
claims had already been recognized by 
Antonelli, who kept him jealously away 
from Rome. The exigencies of the time de- 
manded a skilled administrator, a man of 
moderation and firmness, and the two mem- 
bers of the Sacred .College in whom 
these qualifications were most con- 
spicuousiy apparent were Mer. Pecci 
and Mgr. Riario-Sforza, Archbishop of 
Naples. The latter (whom Pius IX. used to 
call his “right hand”)-was popularly re- 
garded as the “coming”’ Pontiff, but he had 
in his composition a veln of mysticism and 
obstinacy which M. Teste believed would 
cause the calmer and more supple Archbish- 
of Perugia to be preferred to him. It is 
known that Cardinal Riario-Sforza, when the 
old Pope predicted his elevation from the 
attention shown him by the members of the 
Papal Court, declared that his hope was to 
die ere Pius IX. passed away, and that he 
would not take upon his shoulders, even if 
he lived and were elected, the affairs of the 
Holy See in the condition in which they 
would be left. The Cardinal’s hope was re- 
alized,—he died before Pius LX., and Mar. 
Pecci proceeded to Rome to be recognized 
almost universally as the next wearer of the 
triple diadem. M. Teste tells us that his con- 
fidence in Mgr. Pecci’s elevation dated from 
Feb. 18, 1876, when he had a conversation 
with a distinguiseed nobleman thoroughly 
versed in the affairs and sentiment of the 
Papal Court, who declared on his soul and 
conscience that the Archbishop of Perugia 
would carry off the prize. 

Joachim Pecci, whe under the style of Leo 
XIII. sways the sceptre of the Catholic 
world, was born at Carpineto March 2, 1810, 
the son of Domenigue Ludovic Peeci, a 
Colonel in Napoleons army, and of Anna 
Prosperi Buzzi. He was the youngest of five 
children: his brother Charles, born Nov. 2, 
17@8, died recently; his brother Jean-Bap- 
tiste, born Oct. 26, 1802, and Joseph, born 
Dec. 2, 1807, survive, and the latter is a 
Cardinal: his sister Catherine, born Nov. 4, 
1800, and married to Henri Lolli, is also li- 
ing, we believe, The famiiy bad its origin 
in Sienna, and settling on the lordship of 
Procena, in the environs of the city about 
1200, soon acquired great influence, so that 
when Martin V. took refuge at Sienna, he 
and his court were lavishly entertained by 
the brothers Pecci, who further lent hima 
sum of 15,000 gold florins on the guarantee of 
the possession of the cidatel of Spoleto. Not 
a few memders of the family distinguished 
themselves in the various walks of life. 
One, a professor of civil and canonical law 
at the University of Sienna, represented 
the city at the coronation of-Sigismund, who 
made him Baron and Count Palatine: two 
became Bishops of Gresseto, and a third 
Bishop of Massa, and there founded a monas- 
tie order in Spain; several held high place in 
the Order of St. John of Jerusalem, and two 
brothers during the last century were re 
nowned,—one as an archwologist, the other 
as an accomplished Hellenist. The branch 
from which the present Pope springs was es- 
tablished at Carpineto about the vear 1000 by 
Pascal Peeci, and soon attained to consider- 
able influence in that place. It is a pictur- 
esque town, and its steeples and ruined fort- 
ress rising on the flanks of Mount Capreo 
giveit a certain air of grandeur, but the 
streets are narrow, crooked, and dirty, the 
dwellings of granit are filthy and dilapidated, 
and the people are poor and ragged. Never- 
theless, the district has given to the Church 
distinguished men pot a few,—Saints Hor- 
misdas, Silverius, and Vitalian, Lunocent 
JIL, Gregory IX., Alexander IV., Boniface 
VILL. Antonelli, and his Gray Eminence 
Berardi. 

With the future Pope’s education and early 
career our readers were made acquainted at 
the time of his elevation to the Papacy; mey 
will be more interested in his personal ap- 
pearance and daily life. He is tall and of 
ascetic thinness; his features remind one ir- 
resistibly of Voltaire's, though the expres- 
sion of the face is more kindly without being 
less keen: his complexion is extremely pale. 
His movements are slow and dignified, and 
his address is Simple and resolute. His voice, 
somewhat ‘drawling and nasal in familiar 
eonversation, is sonorousand brilliant in ora- 
tory. In such private life as a Pope may be 
said to have he is simple, courteous, witty, 
and amiable; M. Teste says that Louis Veu- 
Hot and Leon Lavedan have issued from his 
presence bearing away a gratifying sense of 
compliments paid them, it ft 
able to say, after the first moment of satisfac- 
tion, that the Pope was with the Ultramon- 
tanes or with the Liberals. Pius LX. wasex- 

ansive, wurm, always in a harry, and demand- 

g bustling service, generous to ug nil- 
cence,—even to -prodigality; Leo XIII. is 
thoughtful and reserved, dislikes any form 
of adulation, and in monetary affairs shows 
that he has not administered the business of 
a diocese down to its sinallest details without 
learning a great deal. In the splendid cere- 
monies of the Church his gentle grandeur 
compares favorably with the beaming mag 
nificenee of his predecessor. While Pius 
was aa orator and took fire at the sight of an 
audience, Leo is, as a speaker, measured and 
reserved, and prefers the pen to the tongue. 
He is an aceomplished Latinist as well as a 
niaster of Italian, and his style is worthy of 
study for its purity, simplicity, elevation, 
and, above all, for iis convincing clearness 
and calmness. He has written verses not a 
few in both languages, and worships at the 
shrine of Dante, Whose Divine Comedy 
he knows by heart. He is scrupulously care- 
ful on all points of literary style, and a rigid 
censor of the dispatebes and documents of 

the Secretaries. 
* health is delicate, for he is subject to 
an intestinal complaint aud a nervous afiec- 
tion, and in extremes-of cold and heat he is 
joth to take the absolute rest prescribed for 
him by his physicians, Drs. Ceccarelli and 
Valentini. But though the Pope is delicate 
and by no means a docile patienthe has so 
much energy and vitality that a long life is 
confidently predicted for him.

After a frugai dinner, at 2:30 p. m., Leo 
XIII. takes a nap ot a quarter of an hour’s 
duration, and, after prayer and reading; re- 
sumes work till 5 o’clock, when he receives 
the Bishops and the Secretaries of the con- 
gregations. He listens with attention, even 
with curiosity, but never expresses surprise. 
These audiences concluded, he reads and 
writes till 10:30, when he should, but does 
not always, sup. At llhe retires. What ex- 
ercise he takes is usually in the form of rapid 
walking in some of the great halls of the Vat- 
ican, though sometimes he is carried ina 
sedan-chair through the gardens, and some 
of the alleys have been enlarged to allow of 
his being driven through them in a carriage, 
usually accompanied by a single eamerier 
and escorted at some distance by a small 
party of the Guardia Nobile. Even at such 
moments his Holiness is generally reading 
his breviary, perusing dispatches, or discuss- 
ing business with the prelate before him. If 
the weather is fine he sometimes leaves the 
vehicle for a walk. His step is firm and live- 
ly, and recalls his earlier hunting days at 
Carbineto, but the only sport in the gardens 
of the Vatican is netting larks and such 
small birds. 


THE WORLD’S END. 
SUCCESSFUL ATTEMPT OF A BROOKLYN 

MATHEMATICIAN TO POSTPONE THE CA- 

TASTROPHE — MOTHER S86HIPTON VAN- 

QUISHED BY FIGURES.

The great International Exhibition of every- 
thing in general which is to be held at In- 
wood in 1883 has been termed, naturally 
enough, the Next World's Fair. Purists have 
objected to the phrase, oblivious of Mother 
Shipton’s prophecy, and have maintained 
that it should be called the World’s Next 
Fair. Like poultry that have their necks 
twirled fair, they object to the order of pro- 
cedure. Mother Shipton, it may or may not 
be remembered, wrote— 

The world unto an end shall come 
In 1881, 

It is true that unworthy attempts have been 
made of late to discredit the old lady, man- 
kind beginning to appreciate the necessity of 
doing something to avert the catastrophe she 
wrote so tersely about. The responsibility 
for her assertion has been, so to speak, 
scattered. One writer declares that the 
distich is an unauthorized injection 
of modern ideas into a mass of 
ancient nonsense. Another (and his 
assertion was repeated by a correspondent of 
the Herald last month) maintains that this 
particular couplet was taken from Piazza 
Smith’s and Philo Israel’s interpretation of 
the hieroglyphies in the great gallery of the 
Pyramid. None of these attempts thus far 
have been successful in breaking up the old 
lady’s position asa prophetese. There was, 
„ not without profit on er in her own coun- 
try,” an edition of her sayings published in 
1862, and the world, rejoicing in nineteen 
years of prospective safety, went on marry- 
ing, giving in marriage, and insuring against 
fire, accidents, and plate glass, with an utter 
and astounding disregard of the end so rap- 
idiy approaching. It is now felt that some- 
thing must be done. It is certain that the 
world will not come to an end before 1881, 
and this is a proof that she was to that extent 
correct. The well known theory af law, 
“ Faisus in uno, falsus in omnicus,” applied 
inversely, shows that she is entirely to be be- 
lieved. It a man can arrive at correct con- 
clusions even in an omnibus he should not 
complain. Further proof (if it is needed) of 
the correctness of her assertion is to be found 
in the frequent disastrous failures of the 
Millerites in their attempts to hasten the 
progress of events. 

As was said, some measure of relief is now 
felt to be necessary. There are many im- 
portant public interests which would suffer, 
and many reforms of public affairs which 
will undoubtedly be interrupted, if Mocher 
‘Shipton is notin some way sat upon. The 
obligation of contracts would be impaired 
seriously. Domestic relations would be de- 
stroyed, and the sanctity of the laws of the 
land would no longer be respected. 

‘Yhese facts being once thoroughly under- 
stood, the public will readily appreciate why 
some of the most strikingly original minds 
of this country and this age have been busi- 
lyengaged of late in the attempt to break 
ihe Shree of the praphecy. Some remark- 
able results have @nsued. The untimely 
death of the old lady prevents her bei 
burned at the stake ig the cheerful and ei- 
fective mode of suppressing heretical truth 
in vogue among our ancestors, and the men 
who have devoted their dazzling original 
minds to the sitting upom Mother Shipton 
have at length beeu reduced to the necessity 
of employing mathematics instead of fire.

GEORGE JACOB HOLYOAKE’S IMPRESSIONS 

OF MR. BEECHER, ROBERT COLLYER, AND 

FELIX ADLER.

„„ „ One Sunday morning 1 went over 
the water to hear him [Mr. Beecher] preach 
in his church at Brooklyn. The chureh was 
very crowded, and when my friend who ac- 
companied me mentioned to one of the of- 
ficers of the church that 1 Was a stranger 
from London and desirous of hearing the 
famous preacher, a convenient seat was 
found, or made, for me. The dis- 
course was founded upon a text where Christ 
takes leave of His disciples, promising to 
communicate with them on another oc- 
casion fuller particulars of His mission. His 
crucifixion following, a fuller communication 
was never made. Hence, argued the 
preacher, we know not all that really was in 
the mind of Christ, After mentioning two 
cardinal subjects upon which Christ would 
have undoubtedly spoken had His life been 
prolonged, the preacher came to the third, All 
along he had spoken in an undertone, low 
and clear, which penetrated to every part of 
the chapel, then breaking into his familiar 
loudness and finished emphasis of tone, and 
looking down to where 1 sat, he said, ** The 
third subject upon which Christ would have 
spoken, foreseeing, as He must have done, 
the future needs of soviety,—would have 
been codperation.” I was startled at the 
communication, I had heard that Mr. Beecher 
had a quick eye to percéive and ideRtify 
strangers in his congregation. He certainly 
could not have known that I should be there, 
and if his introduction of coéperation was a 
eoincidence, it was remarkable; and if de- 
signed after becoming aware of my being 
there, it was a masterpiece of faculty of re- 
source. What he said was expresed as an in- 
separable part ol narration, whicu was de- 
livered throughout with unerring, unhesi- 
tating precision. His language, manner, and 
action were more finished than when I heard 
him in Exeter Hall in the days of the Civil War. 
His preaching is entirely that of a gentleman 
as well as an orator: and from what I read 
of lectures of his delivered elsewhere, while 
I was in the States, 1 judge that his reputa- 
tlou 2 not only upon his excellence as 
aspeaker, but upon the boldness and original 
ity of idea found more or less in every ad- 
dress. There are other preachers in Ameri- 
ca who preach with, perhaps, as much brill- 
iance, but | heard no one who speaks so fre- 

uently with such sustained newness of 
thought. What he said upon codperation, as 
a new element promising to instill more mor- 
ality into commercial life, showed a com- 
plete comprehension of its character. 

The Rev. Dr. Robert Collyer, well regarded 
in England as in America, is of commanding 
stature, and has what in an Englishman is 
always to be admired—when found—confi- 
dence without arrog@mce. Dr. Bartol, in 
describing Dr. Channing, the famous Boston 
— stated his weight to be about a 

zundred pounds. If oratory gore weight 
Dr. Collyer holds no mean rank. hen Dr. 
Channing, the slender, gave out the line of 
the hymn: 

Angel, roll that stone away. 

the congregation thought they heard it 
rumbling on its way. If Dr. Collyer gave 
out the line they would really have heard it 
move, there is such genial authority in his 
voice. When the deputation from a spacious 
church in New York came to Chicago to 
invite Dr. Collyer to be their minister they 
had but one misgiving.— would his voice 
fili the place?’

ie told the Deacons of his congregation of 
his intent, wo prayed him to reconsider it, 
as he would “burst up the church.” He 
answered like an Anglo-American, Then 
it has got to burst.“ He entered his pulpit 
in Chicago, and began his protesting sermon. 
The Wa was coming then, but had not 
broken out. He had not spoken long before 
he observed acommotion atthe end of the 
church. The hearers were conversing from 
pew to pew; the buzzing voices traveled near 
to him. He thought the church was about to 
“burst up“ before he had made his pro- 
test, when, seeing that he was ignorant of 
the cause of the commotion, a hearer leaped 
up and called out that the “ Southerners had 
fred upon Fort Sumter.”

TLen all the church went mad,—Mr. Collyer 
said he was as mad as any of them, —aud the 
choir sang “ Yankee Doodle.“ The eburch 
witnessed a similar scene for several Sun- 
days. The churches were freed in a night 
from the yoke of slavery, and religion has 
been sweeter in America ever since. Not 
only the almighty dellar was forgotten, but 
every * in the North, in the highest 
class as well as the humblest, gave a father 
or a son to die in the poblest war ever waged 
for freedom. Euglisihmen must have an im- 
perishable respect for America, which made 
these sacrifices for a generous sentiment. 
‘They fought for the freedom of a race which 
could pot requite them, whom they did not 
like, and whose management would bring 
uhtold trouble upon them for years to come. 
But they would no lounger bear the shame of 
holding human beings in slavery, 

One of the remarkable preachers of New 
York is the Rev. Dr. Felix Adler, who was 
some time Professor at Cornell University.

“ down to the tenets of any sectarian theol- 
ogy,” is, that his Chureh in the sectarian ” 
sensé has no “ tenets.” The und-work of 
the Disciples Church is the New Testament, 
and each individual Disciple makes his own 
appeal to the laws of Christ, as presented by 
the Aposties, without the intervention of any 
authoritative human interpretation what- 
ever. Hence it comes to pass that the Dis- 
ciples are a unit on all frees cardinal prin- 
ciples, such as the Fatherhood of God, the 
Divinity af Christ, the inspiration of the 
New Testament, the proper action, subject, 
and design of baptism, the ebservance of the 
Lord's Supper, and the equal rights of all 
their members. These, with us, are funda- 
mental, and, as betore stated, Gen. Garfield 
is as true to these as any living man. 

On questions of opinion or expediency, 
however, the Disciples hold to the largest 
liberty, and insist that there shall be no dux- 
matism, where there is neither, in the New 
Testament, “athus saith the Lord, nor an 
apostolic precedent.” At this point we get 
the name of being very broad and liberal,“ 
while in “many respects”? the writer in 
question pronounces us the most narrow 
and uncompromising.” 

Upon this l remark that if to adhere to the 
fundamental doctrines ot principles above 
stated without wavering; if to make a direct 
appeal to Christ and His Aposties for simple 
and unmistakable commandments and or- 
dinances;: aud if to cling to these as of Divine 
authority, rather than accept the creeds of 
men,—if this is to be, or become, the most 
narrow and uncon promising,” then we plead 
guilty to the charge; but the writer of the 
charge will find Gen. Garfield as guilty as 
any ofus. Thetruthon the whole question 
of being broad or “ narrow,” “ liberal” or 
“uncompromising,” so far as the Disei- 
ples are coucerned, seems not even yet to 
be understood by either the religious orsec- 
ular world. It may be tersely stated thus: 
The Disciples are pleading for a restoration 
of Christianity to the principles and practices 
of Christ and His Apostles, so that there 
will de put one Chureh, which will be 
Christ’s, and but one ereed, which will be 
His Divinely inspired word.

If they are narrow,“ it will 
be because they believe Christ has been able 
to say afew things, and did say them so 
plainly that they admit of no second inter- 
pretation; if they are uncompromising,” it 
is because they believe the founder of any 
institution—as of Freemasonry or Odd-Fel- 
lowship—has a perfect right to found it as 
he pleases, and that it is not within the prov- 
ince of any man wishing to join a lodge ora 
church, to first demand a —— aside of 
some of its most cardinal principles; and if 
they are liberal,“ it is because they hold 
that the Great Founder of get rin left 
the thousand and one details of His ehurch 
government to Le adapted to the surround- 
ings or necessities that mignt in the ages 
arise. But the Constitution never! That is 
fixed and must forever remain. 

As to che Unitarianism” of Gen. Gar- 
feld, or his Church, I will venture the opin- 
jon that if the writer under review under- 
stood our position on eimer Unitarianism ” 
or “ Trinttarianism” he would never 
again charge: either Gen. Garfield or 
the Disciples with leaning in either 
direction. The Disciples do not find in the 
New Testament a warrant for either of these 
“isms,” and yet no Unitarian surpasses them 
in their belief in the humanity of Christ, 
and no Trinitarian surpasses them in their 
faith in the Divinity of Christ. 

Avoiding either extreme, it will be found, 
if ever the world or the Church cares to find 
that on this, as on other great eardinal 
points, the Disciples hold a Scriptural posi- 
tion, free from human dogmatism and specu- 
lation. But thisopens a field too bro for 
the limits of a newspaper article, and I must 
be content for the present to rest it here. 

Finally, is it nota little singular that so 
much is said of Gen, Garfield’s religion, and 
that too, because he is religious! Other 
Presidents have come and gone who made no 
pretensions to a religious belief, and whose 
morals were doubtful, if not positively bad 
and neither the Church nor the world seeme 
to note anything about it. But the 
moment a man comes to the 
front who is positively religious; who does 
in fact belong to the Church; who ebserves 
with solemn and sacred reverence his obliga- 
tions to his church; and who, at home or 
abroad,—amid the burdensome responsibili- 
ties of a Congressman or the exciting scenes 
of a Chicago Convention,—turns aside, seeks 
out, however humble, and attends his own 
church,—the moment, I say, such a man 
comes to the front, it seems to be the drift 
and intent of those “writing up” his relig- 
ious views to fritter them away,as if they 
wished to be able to say: Never mind, good 
people, Gen, Garfield is not very religious 
after all,—in fact, as Says our writer, Ile is 
not a religionist at all.“ I protest against all 
such statements, as unjust alike to our Presi- 
dent-elect and the Church of which he was 
an honored member, long years before his 
name was mentioned in connection with the 
Presidency.

Of 
nen-E piscopal Methodist bodies, the Metho- 
dist Protestant Chuich takes the lead, with 
1,314 ministers, 925 local preachers, and 113,- 
405 members. The totals of these bodies are 
2,055 ministers, 1.610 lay preachers, and 166,- 
members. A generalsummary of Metho- 
distagthroughout the world, missions in- 
cludé@, gives 31,731 ministers, 85,469 local 
»rreachers, and 4,698,990 members. The total 
Methodist population is estimated at 23)455,- 
655. The foreguing figures include the 
United Brethren denomination. 

The M. E. Church in this country has thir- 
teen bishops, 17,111 churches {valued at $63,- 
838,162), 5,782 parsonages (valued at $8,376,- 
710). 1 has 20,754 Sunday- schools, with 212. 
652 officers and teachers, and 1.581, 111 schol- 
ars. One hundred and thirty-nine ministers 
died last year, and 21,350 members. The Pub- 
lishing Department contains a list of 3,930 
book and tract publications; its total sales 
for the past publishing year reached $1,465,- 
522,71, $825,634.32 of this amount being the 
sales of the New York house, . 

In mission work the Church is very active. 
It has 211 American missionaries in foreign 
fields and 1,336 local preachers, 35,432 mem- 
bers, 276 church edifices and chapels (valued 
at $1,018,718), 137 parson (valued at 
$150,607), 830° Sungay-schools, with 40,336 
scholars, and 256 daf-schools, with 8,376 pu- 
pils. There are also 2,034 domestic mission- 
aries.

CHURCH-WORK AMONG DEAF MUTES. 

In the early part of the present century the 
first school in America for deaf mutes was 
founded at Hartford, Conn. Sinee then 
similar schools have sprung up in different 
parts of the Union, till their number exceeds 
3 About 6,000 pupils are in attendance, 
and about four hundred are graduated year- 
ly. For some years it wasa problem with 
their educators how they should be provided 
for spiritually after leaving school; for the 
ordinary methods applying to hea per- 
sons would be of no use to them. ean 
while the number of graduates increased. 
‘They were without spiritual care. Provi- 
dentially, in 1850, the Rev. Thomas Gal- 
laudet, D. D., undertook the formation of a 
Bible-class for deaf mutes in the City of New 
York. His father was the founder of the 
Hartford school, and he was thoroughly 
familiar with sign language. This class in- 
creased in size 2 y. In 1852 St. Ann’s 
Church for Deaf Mutes sprang ito exist- 
ence as an outgrowth. It stands on West 
Eighteenth street, near Fifth avenue. Twen- 
ty years late society known as the Church 
Mission to Mutes was incorporated, 
with Bishop Potts „of New York, as Presi- 
dent, and Rev. Dr. Gallaudet as General 
Manager. The principal object of this soel- 
ety is to provide religious services for the 
graduates. Eight clergymen of the Prot- 
estant Episcopal Church are en in min- 
isteri in sign langu in different parts 
of the Union. Three of them are deaf mutes. 
Their work is of ‘an itinerary character ex- 
clusively, and their respective fields are quite 
8 he Rev. A. W. Mann, of Cleveland, 
O., having been ordained by Bishop Bedell, 
of the diocese, has been assi to the 
Western field, embracing thirteen dioceses. 
He holds services at sta times in the prin- 
cipal cities. For some time he has had 
a mission in Chie at St. James’ Church. 
In his large field re are about 8,000 deaf 
mutes, of which number he reaches directly
